WASHINGTON (AP)-A 
tentative labor agreement 
with postal workers crum 
bled W'ednesday as a union of 
letter carriers rejected the 
pact, raising the possibility of 
a country-wide mail strike in 
the United States by next 
week. 

Joseph Vacca, president of 
the 181,000-meml^r National 
Letter Carriers Union, said 
he had asked Cosimaster- 
Gcneral William Bolger to 
renegotiate the pact—some¬ 
thing Bolger has said he 
w ould not do. 

“The law^ruvides a clear¬ 
ly defined procedure for such 
situations as this: fact-finding 
and binding arbitration, and 
we intend to comply fully 
w ith the law,’* Bolger said. 

Under the union's constitu 
tiun. Vacca may call a strike 
within five days if postal 
management refuses to come 
back to the bargaining Ubie 
If negotiations are reopened, 
he may call a strike after 15 
days if there is no agree 
ment. 

But Vacca said there was 
no agreement with other pos 
tal unions to go on strike if 
any single union walks out 


steadily .since 6 p.m., 
when the agreement was 
announced. Most flights 
today should be operating 
atNiormal capacily, he 
said. 

Another clerk said passen 
gers should follow normal 
ticketing procedures, includ¬ 
ing checking by phone in 
(he morning in case of any 
last-minute changes in (he 
schedule. ^ 

Air Canada’s president 
Taylor said when the an 
Douncement was made: "We 
at Air Canada are pleased 
that the airline will nut be 
shut dow n and that the public 
will not be inconvenienced." 

F'ester said he was pleased 
at the settlement and said he 
was certain the 1,500 pilots af¬ 
fected would ratify the pact. 
He said the ratification would 
be done by mail and in the 
meantime, (he airplanes 
would fly. 

Labor Minister John

airline and who himself at¬ 
tended the sessions along 
with his officials, expressed 
satisfaction, but said the 
credit belonged to Taylor and 
Foster. 

As the discussions contin¬ 
ued into the evening, one 
strike deadline was post¬ 
poned. But only a few hours 
remained before the airline 
would have had to begin shut¬ 
ting down operations when 
agreement was finally 
reached.

charges against the govern 
ment be read over the nation 
al radio network. The gucr 
rillas postponed for eight 
hours the deadline at which 
the\ said they would start 
killing the 5U0 hostages the> 
were holding in Ute capitol 
building. 

The guerrillas*have de 
manded that Somoza’s go\ 
ernment free all political 
prisoners—believed to num 
ber somewhere between 120 
and 150—provide safe con 
duct out of the country for the 
prisoners and guerrillas, and 
pay $10 million in cash as 
ransom for the hostages

tened to begin shooting the 
hostages unless the govern 
ment freed all political pri> 
oners, reported to number 
between 120 and 150. and paid

ATLANTA, Ga. (CP)—Ar¬ 
rest warrants have been is¬ 
sued for the publishers of 
Playboy, Penthoube and Oui 
magazines on charges of dis¬ 
tributing obscenity, author¬ 
ities .said Wednesday. 

The warrants against Play¬ 
boy publisher Hugh Hefner. 
Penthouse publisher Bub 
Gucciofie and David Filipac- 
chi of Oui were issued Aug. 
It, but only became known 
Wednesday. 

The charges are the same 
as those Hustler magazine 
publisher Larry Flynt was 
being tried for last November 
w hen he was shot outside the 
court, paralysing him below 
the waist. 

Warrants have been mailed 
to California and New York, 
where the publishers live. 

The charges, originally 
filed last January, are the 
result of a local anti-smut 
crackdown which began last 
>ear. In July, a federal court 


ruled a publisher could be 
held responsible for selling 
his magazine. 

The obscenity charge car¬ 
ries a maximum 12-month 
prison term and $1,000 fine 
for each count. 

In Los Angeles. Playboy 
publisher Hefner said the 
warrant charging him with 
criminal obscenity was “a 
politically motivated pub¬ 
licity attempt" by a Georgia 
prosecutor. 

Hinson McAuiiffe. .solici¬ 
tor-general of Fulton County. 
Ga., filed the charge against 
Hefner last month, specifi¬ 
cally naming the December. 
1977, issue of Playboy. 

Hefner said he talked with 
Los Angeles police about the 
charges, but didn’t know 
whether an arrest warrant 
might be sened. 

He said he doubted he 
would.be extradited to Geor¬ 
gia. but planned to fight such 
a move if it happened 


Rx for vigor 
soon—Ottawa 


OTTAWA (CP)—New gov 
ernment measures to restore 
the economy’s vigor will be 
announced later this week or 
the beginning of next week. 
Finance Minister Jean Chre- 
tiaa said Wodoasday after a 
cabinet session. 

But Chretien and ckMnct 
colleagues declined to b^pe- 
ciflc on what the measures 
would be. The finance minis¬ 
ter said he still had work to do 
on the program. 

Treasury Board President 
Robert Andris, in charge of 
co-ordinating federal spend¬ 
ing plans, said the govern- 


ment would also disclose 
steps to free another $1 bil¬ 
lion which might be used to 
stimulate the economy. 

"Give us a week" for that 
announcement, Andras said. 

Last week, he said the cabi¬ 
net had already decided on 
$1.5 billion of spending cuts 
over this year and next, along 
w ith elimination of up taS.OOO 
federal public service jobs.

OTTAWA (CP)—Consumer 
groups geared up for a fight 
Wednesday after learning 
from government officials 
that the axe was about to fall 
on their federal grants as 
part of the government’s 
highly-publicized cost-cutting 
drive. 

The Consumers’ Associa¬ 
tion of Canada—which gets 
more than $400,000 a year in 
federal grants—began a tele¬ 
phone campaign to get as 
many of Its 100,000 members 
as possible to write to cabinet 
ministers demanding recon¬ 
sideration. 

In Montreal, the Automo¬ 
bile Protection Association— 
which gets $45,000—held a 
strategy session to discuss

er’s responsibility. 

The federal inspectors- 
employees of Central Mort¬ 
gage and Housing Corp.—are 
responsible only for ensuring 
that the mortgage company 
gets value for its money, al¬ 
though they do try to ensure 
buyers are happy. 

The Capital Region’s In¬ 
spectors are responsible for 
ensuring the National Build¬ 
ing Code and the plumbing 
code are met. 

The provincial electrical 
inspection branch is respon¬ 
sible for ensuring wiring 
meets standards. 

The Colwood volunteer fire 
department is responsible for 
ensuring that the new-style 
.steel fireboxes and chimneys 
are installed correctly. But if 
it is a conventional fireplace, 
the responsibility is that of 
(he region board inspectors. 

There ought to be an easier 
way for buyers to be assured 
that they get their money’s 
worth, and a reasonable 
amount of satisfaction, out of 
the biggest single investment 
of their lives. 

As Andre Lauzon, a letter- 
carrier who lives at 3060 Met- 
chosin Road, put it: “Do we 
have to take a course in buy¬ 
ing a home?’’ 

The purchasers—many of 
w horn never bothered to see a 




lawyer until they went to the 
contractor’s law office to sign 
the mortgage documents— 
are partly to blame. Many of 
them were so eager to buy 
and move into their homes 
that they overlooked the red 
tape and legalities set up over 
the course of many years to 
protect them. 

Since the contractors oper¬ 
ate on a slim profit margin in 
an extremely competitive 
market, they, too, are anx¬ 
ious to consummate (he deal 
atid are often all too eager to 
get their purchasers living in 
their houses. 

And since It is a buyer’s 
market, those who demand 
fringe benefits such as 
fridges, washers, dryers and 
dishwashers can often get

Too late for the nine pur 
chasers who complained to 
the Colonist, and probably 
scores of other unhappy 
buyers, CMHC moved on July 
1 to require all builders of 
new homes financed under 
the National Housing Act or 
insured by CMHC to be regi.s 
tered in the provincial home 
warranty pronam. 

In B.C., this warranty 
covers all homes against 
“any major structural de¬ 
fects that vitally effect (sic) 
the new home to a maximum 
of $20,000,” according to a 
leaflet put out by the pro¬ 
gram’s organizers. 

In addition, the builder “is 
responsible for repairing any 
defects, in materials or work¬ 
manship, which appear dur¬ 
ing the first year from the 
date of possession.” 

The home warranty pro¬ 
gram was established volun¬ 
tarily in April, 1970, by the 
B.C. branch of the Housing 
and Urban Development As¬ 
sociation of Canada. 

It’s a fine-sounding name, 
but HUDAC is the official or¬ 
ganization of housing deve¬ 
lopers in Canada.

Air Canada has authority 
from the Canadian transport 
commission to purchase the 
Montreal-based Nordair. The 
Air Canada pilots believe 
management will build up its 
charter flights under Noi^air 
and they wanted the right to 
fly the charters because they 
mean more pay. 

Until Wednesday, Taylor 
held that he could not bargain 
on this issue until Air Canada 
officially acciuired Nordair.

Carswell’s claim to be a man 
who believes in providing 
value for money. 

He said Wednesday he was 
“proud of the houses I’m 
building” in spite of the con¬ 
troversy over some of them. 

Carswell said he was pre¬ 
pared to “fix up ail the com¬ 
plaints ” if the complainants 
would each put in trust with 
an independent arbitrator the 
money he said was owing 
him. 

Here a stumbling block 
enters the picture, because 
the amounts Carswell claim- 
' s are owing from his com¬ 
plaining customers, and the 
amounts they admit owing, 
differ widely, 

Carswell told the Colonist 
Wednesday he was consider¬ 
ing swallowing his principles 
and attempting to remedy the 
various problems in spite of 
the fact he was owed money, 
“just to keep my good 
name.” 




He said since the AHOP 
articles began appearing, he 
had come under pressure 
from a trust company which 
was withholding final pay¬ 
ment on another group of 
houses, and that and the bad 
press might force his com¬ 
pany out of business. 

But he was adamant that 
there was a question of prin¬ 
ciple involved, and referred 
the Colonist to several other 
customers he believed to be 
satisfied. Probably all eight 
of them are satisfied with 
the bargains they struck, but 
the complainers are unhappy 
about the difficulty in getting 
their repairs done. 

Actually, out of eight 
horned in the Metchosin Road 
extension, two customers 
Wednesday night said they 
were reasonably satisfied 
with their homes, although 


they, too, had lists of minor 
things they expected would 
eventually be repaired. 

A third customer given as a 
reference phoned in indepen¬ 
dently with a number of 
minor beefs which he had 
complained about without 
any result. 

Don King, of J. Duncan 
Holdings, whom two resi¬ 
dents of the subdivision com¬ 
plained about, issued a state¬ 
ment Wednesday saying the 
complainants in the Colonist 
article Tuesday “have been 
contacted and some have al¬ 
ready been looked after. The 
complaints were not of a 
major nature.” 

“Most people do realize 
that homes, either $45,000 or 
$145,000, need to be under¬ 
stood and maintained just 
like anything else, and most 
of our customers do this and 
gain pride and satisfaction 
from home ownership.”

Although two of the Democratic Movement for Change 
Party's three factions broke away from the coalition, Begin 
was still left with a majority In Israel's 121-member unicam¬ 
eral parliament. 

As Begin's gosemment weathered the crisis. Transport 
Minister Meir Amlt accused the Western world of "coward¬ 
ice, short-sightedness and incapacity to deal with terror." 
He spoke at the funeral of Ei A1 airlines stewardess Irk 
Gidnran, who was slain by Arab terrorists in I^ondon. 

The split in the Democratic Movement for Change left 
one faction expected to remain in Begin's government and 
the other two factions in opposition. 

"Today we are in a sad moment.*' said deputy Prime 
Minister Yigael Yadin. leader of the Demoi ratic Movement. 
He said his comrades "could not continue on the same 
political path, despite the fact that the platform .. is 
acceptable to us all." 

Yadin blamed the break mainly on ''differences of opin 
Ion," between his faction and the "Shinui * (Change) faction 
of law professor Amnon Rubinstein. Another splinter group 
is headed by Amlt, a former military intelligence and 
security services chief. 

"It's a sad story that could not have a happy ending," 
said Rubinstein. 

Both Yadin and Rubinstein appeared at a news confer 
ence that climaxed long negotiations between the li\al 
groups, which began Tuesday night Amlt did not attend 

The break came after weeks of private and public bat k 
biting and meant that Begin's 78-vote majority in the 
Knesset might be reduced to 71.

Adding heart 
to Saanich 

IF YOU HAD TO DESCRIBE Saanich in a single 
word, sprawl would be one possibility. Up hill 
and down dale It spreads, with patches both 
handsome and ugly. Now there is a plan afoot to 
develop “a civic core” along a 17 acre corridor 
behind the Town and Country shopping plaza. 

There is no rule which says a community 
must have a “civic core/’ whatever that is, or 
that only planners can produce one. As com¬ 
munities grow, they frequently develop multiple 
centres of activity, dictated by people’s needs 
and appetites. But municipal planner Gil 
Laurenson is right in pointing out to council that 
the band of land flanked by Seymour and Vernon 
avenues, from the concrete battlements of the 
municipal hall to the current wasteland around 
Saanich Road, holds considerable promise if 
developed cleverly, in a co-ordinated way with 
people in mind. 

And he is right is pointing out that now is the 
time to get down to it, as the Blanshard extension 
which has reshaped the area nears completion. 

Planners are such poetic people on occasion, 
so incomprehensible on others. This plan, says 
Laurenson, offers the possibility of creating “a 
civic area of beauty, character and vitality; not a 
centre that dies when the offices and stores 
close, but a centre of light and life where our 
citizens may dwell, congregate, socialize and 
enjoy the amenities provided within the ’heart 
area* of their District of Saanich.” 

How grand! Of course, there are .some people 
who don’t mind getting away from the office and 
going to bed at night. And that “centre of light 
and life” might just suggest “disco” action to 
some others. But let’s not lose sight, amid the 
verbiage, of the common sense In the concept. 
Imaginative planning controls could turn this 
('orridor, much of It ticky-tack housing, into 
something special. 

The report, titled “The Civic Core-- a Study 
of Development Constraints and Design Guide- 
lines,** has a companion document, **Saanich 
Core: Landscape Guidelines**. Council will con¬ 
sider the subject again next month. But now is 
the time for interested citizens and groups to 
study the proposals and develop constructive 
criticism.

Foreign capital no longer popular here 


TORONTO — According to three 
polls conducted by the Canadian Insti¬ 
tute of Public Opinion (he hostility of 
Canadians towards foreign corporate 
control of their economy has been 
mounting fast in the last year. 

One poll asked Canadians whether 
(hey approved development of natural 
resources by foreign capital. It found 
only 30 per cent believed it was a gtsKi 
thing and 53 per cent opposed it. 

• This represents a dramatic change 
from 1938 when 34 per cent of Canadians 
regarded use of foreign capital in the 
expansion of resources industries as 
good while only 20 per cent felt it 
was not. In 1938, public opinion in Can 
ada sanctioned foreign capital in Cana 
dian resource industries by a ratio of 
more than two to one. whereas by 1978. 
public opinion repudiated the idea by a 
ratio of almost two to one. 

This is a decisive shift in public 
opinion, by all conventional standards. 
A second poll registering a shift in 
opinion regarding foreign capital asked 
Canadians whether they believe Canada 
is saturated with America I capital or 
should welcome more of it. In 1984. 
when (his question was first po.sed. 18 
per cent believed Canada had enough 
U.S. capital and 33 per cent wanted 
more of it. In 1978, 89 per cTnt of those 
polled believed that Canada harbored 


enough American capital and only 23 
per cent wanted Canada to Import more 
of it. 

A Ijiird question put to the Canadian 
public was whc)ther it approved of buy 
ing back majority control of foreign 
owned corporations, even If It meant a 
big reduction In the national standard of 
living. Many nationalists have objected 
(0 the phrasing of this question on the 
ground that foreign capital depresses 
Canadian living standards. In their 
eyes, the Canadian Institute of Public 
Opinion, by phrasing the question this 
way. is distorting the results. 

Nationalists, however, can take 
some moderate comfort from this poll 
because 32 per cent of respondents were 
willing to require majority Canadian 
ownership of U.S. flrm.s in Canada, even 
if this resulted in a decline In living 
standards, while only 34 per cent reject¬ 
ed this idea. Among Canadians with an 
opinion on the subject, 90 per cent ap¬ 
proved the placing of U.S. firms under 
Canadian ownership. 

These findings reflect a sudden 
change in popular opinion. In 1977. only 
41 per cent of Canadians approved of 
Canada taking majority control of U.S. 
firms in Canada, while 42 per cent op¬ 
posed the idea. In one year there was a 
19 point swing in public opinion from a

Trying to civilize communism 
brought the Czechs irivasion 


LONDON — Czechoslovakia 
is the only formally indepen 
dent coun(r>' in F.urope under 
foreign occupation and (his 
week the occupation is lU 
years old. As many Czechs 
have come to realize, they do 
not live under the guns of 
Soviet tanks becau.se they are 
naturally rebellious or deeply 
anti-Communist but for the 
very opposite rea.sons. 

The five Russian divisions 
which have been stationed in 
Czechoslovakia since the 
Warsaw Pact invasion of Au¬ 
gust 21. 198K are not actually 
posted on the street corners 
any more, of course. Only in 
Czechoslovakia, however, 
are 30.080 foreign troops — 
plus (he guarantee of as 
many more as might be need¬ 
ed at a moment’s notice — 
the sole and direct support of 
the local regime. 

It is a puppet government 
of quite extraordinary medi¬ 
ocrity and dishonesty which 
has virtually no local sup¬ 
port, even from convinced 
Communists (of whom half a 
million had to be purged from 
the Party after 1968). 
Husak’s clique of collabora¬ 
tors supplanted Dubcek’s le¬ 
gitimate and popular (al- 
though unelected) 
government literally at gun¬ 
point in 1989. and they 
wouldn’t last a week without 
the backing of those Russian 
guns. 

For to years the petiple of 
the most politically so^isti- 
cated, most liberal culture in 
the Communist world have 
been living on their knees, 
forced to endure the Insulting 
lies and cynical abuses of 
power of a Quisling govern¬ 
ment. Being Czechs, they 
have come to view their 
plight with 9 bitter Irony. 

If they had been Hungar¬ 
ians or Poles, with a long 
history of bloody revolt, they 
wouldn’t be in this horrible 
situation. The 1968 reform 
movement of the Prague 



Spring would still have been 
suppressed, no doubt, but if 
they had waged even a futile 
fight against the Russian in¬ 
vaders, as the Hungarians 
did in 1956, they would have 
bevn allowed a much freer 
rein afterwards. 

There are many Czechs 
who now believe that the na¬ 
tional habit of sensible and 
prudent submission to the in¬ 
evitable (they often use much 
stnmger words for it) is a 
national disaster. But what 
really drives them to impo¬ 
tent fury Is that (hey have 
bc'en singled out for repress¬ 
ion because they are almost 
all. in the broadest sense, 
socialists. 

Czechoslovakia had the 
longest and strongest socia¬ 
list tradition of any country 
that fell under Soviet domina¬ 
tion in 1943, and a Communist 
party with deep native roots. 
It also had behind it an ex¬ 
perience of liberalism and 
democratic government that 
was unique In Eastern Eu¬ 
rope. 

When the initial wave of 
Stalinist terror imposed from 
Moscow died away in (he 
early 1960s, It was inevitably 
the C^zechs who took the lead 
in trying to remodel Russian- 
style communism into a sys¬ 
tem more suitable to a civi¬ 
lized European people. In 
seeking to invent a demo¬ 
cratic, liberal communism, 
they were abreast, and some¬ 
times even ahead of those 
Western European Commu- 


ni.st reformers who are now 
called Euro-Communists. 

The attempt to create 
“communism with a human 
face” actually began within 
the party, but was quickly 
taken up and pushed even 
faster by the mass of the 
Czech population. It was a 
time when a new wave of 
socialist idealism was rea 
ching its peak both in Eastern 
Europe and in the West, and 
the hopes and plans Of the 
Prague Spring were then an 
enormously influential force 
in the world. 

Which was why Moscow 
had to invade. Such ideas 
were horrifyingly infectious, 
and a genuinely democratic 
socialism in Czeihoslovakia 
would mortally threaten the 
despotic systems of bureau¬ 
cratic privilege that go by the 
name of C4)mmunist through¬ 
out the Soviet bloc. 

Perhaps, in retrospect, it 
would have betm wiser for the 
Russians to wait, for MHUier 
rather than later the move¬ 
ment towards full freedom in 
Czechoslovakia would have 
collided with the Communist 
Party leadei;^hip's desire to 
maintain overall control over 
a liberalized system. Cer¬ 
tainly the invasion cost the 
Russians heavily in terms of 
permanently weakening their 
influence over every Commu¬ 
nist party in (he world be>ond 
the reach of their tanks. 

But for the det*ply con.ser- 
vative men in^ the Kremlin, 
invasion was the only solution 
to prevent the spread of the 
Czech virus to other Commu¬ 
nist parties in Eastern Eu¬ 
rope. Ten years later, the 
Czechs .still take both social 
ism and liberty seriously, 
which is what keeps Russian 
tanks in Czechoslovakia, 
worthless Russian puppets in 
power in Prague, and hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of self-re¬ 
specting Czech Communists 
outside the sold-out rump of 
the Party. 



one point majority against it to an 18 per 
cent majority favoring it. If the question 
posed had been neutral on the costs of 
liquidating American corporate control, 
the majority favoring it probably would 
have b^n much higher. 

Canadians are becoming increasing 
ly conscious of the costs of foreign 
capital. In 1977, Canada paid the United 
States $4,338 billion in interest, divi 
dends, management fees and royalties. 
American-owned firms in Canada are 
notorious for their propensity to import 
parts and components which could be 
produced in Canada. They have shown a 
strong tendency to import machinery 


which under usual circumstances would 
be produced in Canada. 

American-owned manufacturing 
firms in Canada avoid being too aggres¬ 
sive in promoting exports. Their exports 
could be at the expense of sales of their 
parent firms. They are usually obliged 
to sign licensing agreements with their 
parent firms whereby they can use their 
patents only under the condition that 
they limit exports. 

Canadian.s have reason to ask why 
(General Motors of Canada in 1977 had 
sales of $3,734 billion and only 33.738 
employees, while the GM affiliate in 
West Germany, Adam Opel, had sales of 
tl.Ml billion in 19n and all of 90.869 
employees; or why Ford Motor of Can¬ 
ada in 1977 had sales of $3,386 billion and 
only 39,600 employees, while Ford 
Motor in Britain in the same year had 
sales of $3,932 billion and all of 77,000 
employees. 

Many Canadian subsidiaries of U .S. 
firms are little better than hollow shells, 
importing parts for assembly and sale 
on the (i>mestic market. Resentment 
against this process is natural and 
mounting. Walter Gordon, (he former 
national finance minister, has urged 
that the Canadian government place the 
.12 largest foreign-owned firms in Can 
ada under Canadian ownership.

China’s Teng is anxious 
for American technology 


PEKING — Earthy, hu 
morous, dynamic Vice-Pre¬ 
mier Teng Hsiao-Ping de 
scribes himself as 
commander of the logistics of 
China’s effort to catch up 
with the West in science and 
(ei'hnology after the damage 
done by the cultural revolu¬ 
tion and the Gang of Four. 1 
had an hour-and-a-half-long 
interview with the man who 
really is running China. 

His role puts him at the 
centre of a crucial test for 
this nation in overcoming the 
loss of 10 years or more not 
only in education but in pro¬ 
duction. 

Under Mao Tse-tung's 
widow Chiang Ching and her 
co-consprrators, the whole 
emphasis was on itfeology 
with scholars and intellec¬ 
tuals rejected and despised. 

Teng. who besides being 
vice-chairman of the Com¬ 
munist Party is also first 
vice-premier, is eager to turn 
everywhere in the West for 
advanced technology and sci¬ 
ence. With hope he views 
the United States as one 
source of advanced technol¬ 
ogy and science. But recently 
the government here has met 
with two rebuffs. 

A bid was made to private 
firms in the United States for 
an advanced computer cap¬ 
able of several million calcu¬ 
lations lij^one second and for 
a large-scale integrattnl cir 
cult. The firms were pre 
pared to comply with the re- 
que.st. Teng is con\ inced that, 
on orders from Washington, 
they were not permitted to 
sell this advanced technology 
to Communist China. 

When Henry Kissinger was 
in Peking following the Vladi¬ 
vostok meeting with Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev, 
Teng Says Kissinger had told 
him that such advanced tech¬ 
nology’ could not be sold to 
China because it could not be 
sold to the Soviet Union. Kis¬ 
singer and Teng, both pos¬ 
sessing strongly independent 
minds, did not get on too well 
together. 

After the rebuff by Wash¬ 
ington, Peking turned to 
Japan to buy the same equip 
ment. But the Japanese were 
told that because the com 
puter and the circuit con¬ 
tained American elements 
with military implications, 

■ the deal could not be ap 
proved. A co-ordinating com¬ 
mittee, of representatives of 
advanced Western nations 
and Japan, sits in Paris and 
approves or disapproves such 
requests. 

The United .States did loos 
en up a bit. as Teng puts it, 
and allowed China to buy a 
geological survey apparatus. 
There is currently a desire lo 
buy a deep-sea oil-drilling rig 
for development of the off¬ 
shore oil China is believed to 
have in abundance. 

Repeatedly accused by 
Chiang Ching of being a 
“capitalist roader,” her ulti¬ 
mate stigma. Teng is ready 
to find capital by any means 
to advance education and sci¬ 
ence. Repayment will be in 
oil. .Small quantities of oil 
already are being exported to 
Japan and within a few years 
China will not only be self- 
sufficient but will have a siz¬ 
able volume for export.

Teng makes no secret of 
the fact that China would pre¬ 
fer to trade with nations hav¬ 
ing diplomatic relations with 
Peking. 

That, of course, raises the 
most sensitive point in the 
relationship between the 
United States and the Peo¬ 
ple’s Republic. 

And that sensitive point is 
the failure, after more than 
six years of the Nixon open¬ 
ing and the Shanghai commu¬ 
nique, to arrive at full diplo¬ 
matic relations with Peking. 
The fact of an American am¬ 
bassador and American 
tn)ops — in greatly reduced 
numbers — on Taiwan when 
there is only a liaison mission 
here, is a deep grievance. 


The Japanese pattern. wKh 
a trade office on Taiwan and 
full diplomatic relations in 
Peking, is held up as a model 
When Teng is asked whether 
he might go to America, to 
Washington, to advance his 
drive for science and technol 
ogy, his reply is the obvious 
one, that he could not go so 
long as there is a Taiwanese 
ambassador in our capital. 

Teng knows full well that 
the decision lies solely with 
President Carter. But he. 
refers in a humorous vein to 
the president’s troubles — 
Congress, those newspaper 
columnists, everyone going 
after him. 

As are others I have talked 
with in the hierarchy, Teng Is 
c(»nfident the country is on 
the way to being unified after 
the trauma of the Gang of 
Four conspiracy. With his 
fresh, almost buoyant man 
ner, T’eng shows no signs of 
the ordeal he himself went 
through when twice he was 
put down and twice he made 
his way back. His is a person 
al triumph with few parallels 
in China's history.

End family allowances

The monthly family allowance cheque is something 
of a sacred cow in Canada. But it's one that’s due to be 
sacrificed. 

Only the most foolhardy politicians dare bite the 
hand that feeds the voter but the federal government 
should do just that — abolish universal family allow 
ance. 

In its search for ways to cut spending, the govern 
ment has indicated automatic annual increases in family 
allowances might be curtailed to save about $200 million 
in 1979. But more money could be saved and the remain 
der spent more rationally if the entire program was 
based on nt»ed. 

Allowances of about $26 a month are now sent to 7.3 
million children in .1.6 million families across C’anada 
The $2 billion federal program is universal, with wealthy. 
middle-clas.s and poor families all receiving the same 
amount. Allowances are taxable so higher income fami 
lies lo.se a larger portion of (he grants in tax payments but, 
families with no need of government welfare are still 
receiving unnecessary subsidies. 

Family allowances are a means of redistributing 
income arid should be used to do so in a constructive, 
.socially beneficial way. Lower income families with 
children obviously nei>d. and have come to rely on, family 
supplements, but it’s only logical to suggest the allow¬ 
ances be granted on the basis of need. The system for 
doing so is up to the bureaucrats to work out. Ideally, it 
would be through a negative income tax system but 
monthly allowances graduated on the basis of income or 
some other tax credit system could also be used. 

It may be a shock for middle and higher-income 
parents who have come to expect that nice little bonus in 
the mail every month. But it’s the price Canadians will 
have jo pay if they really want a rational social assis¬ 
tance program and actually want to cut back government 
spending. 

It won't be a popular move and that’s why we doubt 
the federal government will have the guts to do it.

AMC reported sales of 8 ,(W.» 
units at a rate of 451 cars per 
day — up 8.4 percent from 
last year’s pace. The report 
fuei^ industry speculation 
that AMC's struggling pas¬ 
senger car business is gradu¬ 
ally growing stronger. 

(ienerai Motors Corp. re-, 
ported sales declined 3.2 per 
cent compared with last 
year's figures. GM's sales to- 
taleo 117,128 units, or 14,641 
cars per day. A year ag(j; 
GM’s daily sales rate was 
15.131. 

Ford Motor Co. posted a 
decline of nearly 3.3 per cent 
on sales of 54.629 units, and 
Chrysler Corp. reported a 
16.5 per cent drop on total 
sales of 23.818 units.

Woman punished

MONTREAL (CP) — A 22-year-old woman found 
guilty of committing 10 armed holdups during a 10 -day 
peri(^ was the subject of a case testing the validity of 
a new section of the Criminal Code Wednesday. 

The section, which makes the use of firearms in any 
serious crime a separate offence requiring a separate 
sentence of at least one year was upheld by acting 
chief sessions court Judge Yves May rand. 

Lawyers for Madeleine Desrosiers failed to convince 
«the judge that the mandatorv separate sentence re 
suits in the accused being punished twice for the same 
crime, since in the case of a holdup the charge Is that 
of armed robber>’. 

They also claimed a recent Supreme Court of Can¬ 
ada ruling in another case upheld their argument. 

The new law, passed last year, also requires a 
minimum sentence of three years for second and 
subsequent firearms offences.

Garden Notes

JuAl as I Ras getting scliled donn tu 
a spot of wflt-eamed loafing last week¬ 
end, a special delivery letter arrived 
from a frantic reader demanding an 
article on what to do in the raspberry 
patch after the fruit is picked. You 
can call off your dogs now, Mike — here 
it your dope on raspberries. 

My importunate friend neednH have 
been in such a stew about hlf raspber¬ 
ries, for there isn't any particular rush 
about pruning the canes, and it won’t 
hurt them if you don’t get around to 
pruning the canes until late fall, or 
even early next spring. However, It Is 
easier, at this season of the year, to 
distinguish between the canc.H which, 
have borne fruit and the new ones which 
have grown up from the roots this sum¬ 
mer. > 

Later on, when the new canes be¬ 
come weather-beaten and discolored 
from' the fall rains, it won't be so easy to 
tell which b which, and this is most 
important to the whole operation. 

The pruning of a raspberry bush is 
really very simple. All you have to do is 
remember that any individual cane 
bears a crop of fruit only once in Its 
lifetime, and is of no value whatever 
thereafter. 

With this in mind. then, the first 
thing to do is cut down every cane which 
has borne fruit ~ cut them right down 
to ground level, or even a little below . 


Don’t leave any stubs sticking up above 
soil level, for these could carry pests or 
infection over on to the new canes. 

I use a small pair of secateurs — 
pruning shears and a pair of heavy 
work ^oves on this Job. because if 
you ever get the tip of a raspberry thorn 
broken off short in your finger, you’ll 
wish you’d been stung by a hornet 
instead. These things seem to have a 
nasty habit of festering, and one lady 
gardener of my acquaintance, after suf¬ 
fering tortures from a thorn-infected 
hand, does all her raspberry pruning 
nowadays in a pair of padd^ oven 
mils! 

All right, now. You’ve cut down ail 
the old canes which bore fruit this sum¬ 
mer, let’s take a look and see what is 
left. You have a fine crop of husky 
young virgin canes springing up from 
the roots. Some are strung and vigor 
ous, some are puny and spindly. 

There are far more canes than your 
bushes can support, for a raspberry* 
plant has a root system big enough 
to take care of only about six strong 
canes. Your next job, therefore. Is to do 
a job of selective thinning, removing the 
weakest and most unproductive of the 
young canes and leaving only the six 
biggest and strongest on each plant. 

With this drastic thinning, you won’t 
get so many berries next year, but 
they’ll be big and juicy and beauti¬ 


fully formed Instead of those wirened up 
little fellows that are borne on unth 
inned bushes. 

The finest raspberries I ever saw 
were growing in the backvard of a liltle 
old English gardener who must have 
been nudging 85 years old. When I asked 
him his secret for growing such beautl 
ful big berries, he leered at me with a 
toothless grin and said: *'IUssberrit>s 
Iss dirty feeders, isir.’* 

I suspect the wily old boy had lieen 
bury ing all the neighborhood cats under 
l|is bushes, but you can get this same 
luxuriant growth by spreading a thick 
layer of old rotted manure over the 
rooting area of the plants. You don’t 
have to dig It In — earthworms will 
pull it In for you — just top it up with 
more of the same every year. 

One controversial subject among 
gardeners Is whether the canes should 
be tipped at pruning lime. My own view 
is to cut back the tips only when the 
canes are abnormally tall, which might 
render them liable to damage from 
whipping around in winter storms. 

Otherwise. I would just as soon wait 
until spring. If we should experience an 
abnormally hard winter, there might b<> 
quite a bit of winterkill on the tips, and 1 
prefer to wait and see how much of the 
cane has been nipped, then simply cut 
away the frost-damaged portion.

“You are 
cleared for approach." they thought 
the.v wore using the same Knglish 
words, but the> were not talking the 
same language 

lnb<*lievable as it seems at this 
advanced stage of aviation, those five 
simple words meant something differ 


nil m (lie book " ol Hie air traffic 
controller and in the “book ' of the pilot. 
The pilot assumed he was free to de¬ 
scend — and crashed into the hilltop. 
But “You are cleared for approach ’ did 
not mean this in the controller’s lexi¬ 
con. 

it was the communication svstein 
that was at fault; not the instruments, 
but tile language itself. For pilots 
opt>rated out of one rule/book, and ton 
irollers out of another — and Ihe two 
had never been modelled- together lo 
see where ihev coincided and where 
they differed. ( nbelievable. but all i<m» 
iragicaily true 

Nearly every scho»)lchild has read 
Tennyson’s poem. The Charge o/ llir 
Light Brifiddc. commemorating Ihe gal 
lant but hopeless attack of the British 
eavulry on the Russian guns m the 
Crimean Warr over a century ago. 


What is not generally known, lio”. 
ever, is that this ill-fated charge was tin 
result, also, of bad communication and 
not wTong strategy. Lord Cardigan wa> 
ordered to remove the British emplac» 
ments, but he took the command t«i 
mean that he should attack the encmv 
cannons and led his men to certain 
slaughter. (As a French general oh 
serving the carnage famously re 
markt'd. “It’s magnificent, but it’s not 
wjr'“) 

In the more than a century since the 
Crimea. deNpite ;^il the exponential ad 
vaiices in our leohnologv. we are still 
using language as ineptly, carelesslv 
and dangenitisly as we ever did More 
dangerouslv. in fact, for the wrung worti 
can now tx' heard around the world in a 
se<(»nd. moving the finger to the fatal 
red button, and making the <harge of 
the Light Brigade liM»k like a Sundav 
schmd picnu.

Having 
been introduced tu his owVi 
possibilities, he must learn, 
patiently and painfully, to 
work hard, to polish and per 
feci his raw materials. 
Sportsman and surge«iii 


alike, leave amateur status, 
acquire* the mugic-ilke touch 
«)f the professional, .only, 
after they’ve dillgentiv 
worked at sharpening their 
skills. Each day they are 
ehallengi'd again; but eaeh 
day they are ready for the 
challenge — that’s what 
makes them pntfessionals 

What do we need lo learn if 
wc are lo achieve the rank of 
a professional as a human 
bi‘ing? How do we train, our 
nature tu acquire the talent to 
make our meeting of life’s 
difficulties appear easy and 
sm»K)lh? 

In the fixst place we must 
recugni/e that though the 
professional makevs the ar 
duous skills seem, facile, he 
himself knows that they are 
difficult — this Is why he 
never stops preparing for 
them.

ly Ihe same way. Which ex 
plains why our pc*rsonalily 
can never be static —• it must 
always be mobile, plastic,

The “prufes.sionar' human, 
like the professional artist is 
thus constantly aware of the 
need for at least iw<i basic 
altitudes: constant inner 
prt'paraiion for public pc*r 
formance. acieplance of the 
ever-present reality of c»>ase- 
less tensions in meeting life’s 
changing circumstances.

Freelance probers 
blaming Panama 


The report of an investigation Into the 
destruction of the provincially-owned schoo¬ 
ner Freelance blames the Panamanian gov 
emment for the vessel's loss. Dr. Philip Ney. 
of the Quest Star Society, said Wednes 
day. 

He said the report, now on its way to 
Recreation Minister Sam Bawlf, would show 
that the gaff-rigged schooner could have 
>ailed off the reef and back to B C. had it not 
been stripped and looted by natives. 

The .society was in charge of the vessel 
when it hit a reef off the San Bias Islands in 
the Caribbean on June 13. and at that time 
accused the Panamanian government of 
allowing the craft to be destroyed. 

Ney said the investigation into the 
grounding absolves Quest Star of any blame 


in the incident, and the federal government 
would be asked to help B.C. obtain compen¬ 
sation from Panama for the ves.sel. 

The investigation was condu'^ted by 
Capt. Arthur Me Pbee of Sechelt, a Quest Star 
Society member. 

The Freelance, appraised at II million, 
was bought by the provincial government for 
a sail-training program in honor of the 
Captain Cook bicentenary celebrations. 

Announcing the purchase, Bawlf said the 
government had paid $125,000 for the schoo¬ 
ner. This sum was later revised to $58,000 
I plus $20,000 to equip it. 

A spokesman in the minister’s office said 
one insurance company had paid its share of 
the $78,000 loss and a cheque from the other 
company was expected at any time.

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
A longshoremen'• union 
leader skid Wednesday 
136 National Harbors

The union has demand¬ 
ed a 12-per-cent wage in¬ 
crease over one year 
while the NHB has of¬ 
fered an 18'.5-per-cent in¬ 
crease over three years. 

Local president Fred 
Mahoney said a strike 
could be averted if the 
NHB was prepared to do 
some serious negotiat¬ 
ing.

All Is not well with panhan¬ 
dle lots, Saanich’s lands, 
planning and housing com¬ 
mittee discovered Tuesday 
night.

CBC goes ahead 


with new station 


Construction workers continue to add bits 
and pieces to the CBC television station 
that is rising at Blanshard and Kings Road 
in Victoria, even though federal belt-tight¬ 
ening has added an element of uncertainty 
to the operation’s future. 

And the word this week from the CBC is 
that the construction will continue. 

Federal treasury board president Robert 
Andras has Included the station with a 
multitude of projects across the country that 
are to be reviewed in light of the plans 
for spending cuts. The federal government 
has estimated that $2.5 billion will be 
pared from the national spending process 
before 1980. 

Len Lauk, the CBC's B.C. regional direc¬ 
tor, took exception to a report that the Vic¬ 
toria project was being centred out for 
special attention. 

However, when pressed he said he wasn't 
in a position to say the station would es¬ 
cape the chopping block. 


But it was just part of the overall opera¬ 
tional review, he said. 

“Everything is being reviewed—all opera¬ 
tions—all processes—everything we're 
doing is under review.” 

As Ottawa talks of spending cuts, the walls 
continue to rise on what is to be Vic¬ 
toria's first CBC television station when 
completed— possibly by spring. 

The cost of the building itself will be about 
$2.5 million. But when the expensive tele¬ 
vision equipment and machinery is added, 
along with other features, the figure is 
expected to run as high as $8 million. 

“I can’t see them halting construction.” a 
local broadcasting executive said. “They 
just couldn’t leave the building that way. 
But maybe they’ll hold back on the ma¬ 
chinery. That's where the expenses come 
In.” 

Current plans call for the station to be in 
operation by the fall of 19794

Major services such as 
sewerage and drainage, 
roads and transportation, 
parks and schools are the 
focal point of the investiga¬ 
tion. 

But spinoff information will 
reveal whether excess sewer 
capacity exists in existing 
trunks that could be used in 
other areas, and indicate 
which other areas might 
benefit. 

The study is being made at 
the request of the Cordova 
Bay Association, and w41i be 
part of the background infor¬ 
mation of a local area plan to 
be drawn up under the muni¬ 
cipality’s over-all community 
plan. 

Laurenson said once it is 
ready, a public meeting will 
be called in Cordova Bay at 
which it will be aired, along 
with residents* concerns. 

A 60-acre parcel on Cordo¬ 
va Bay ridge north of the 
Broadmead subdivision 
owned by longtime Saanich 
residents, the Grant family, 
is included in the study area.

I'rgently \xanu*d: In the Metro Vancouver or Greater 
Victoria areas, a ver} large, traditional mansion to be u.sed 
for four months for filming of a ghost-story thriller. 

That call has gone out from the feature films office of 
Tourism B.C.. which has on its hands a Toronto feature film 
producer anxious make a film with an old hou.se as 
the main star, the provincial government's feature film 
consultant Justis Greene said Wi>dnesday. 

Film director Trevor Williams has already visited 
several houses in the Victoria, Vancouver and Toronto 
areas, but .so far the “perfect” house has eluded him, and 
that's too bad for the B.C. film industry. 

“The house is the star of the movie. The location that 
comes up with the perfect hou.se will come Up with the 
movie.’ 

Initial planning for the film has already begun, and the 
cameras are slated to roll by Nov. 15, Greene said. 

The film, based on a true stur>. involves a man who 
experiences a personal tragedy and, to help forget about it, 
buys an old mansion and begins to restore it. During 
the restoration process he encounters a hidden room, and 
undisclosed mysteries follow. Eventually, the house is torn 
down. 

The “perfect” house must be a real mansion with at 
least three storeys and a good-^sized ballroom. Large rooms 
with high ceilings and plenty ot windows are al.so important. 
It should have a large, grand entrance, and a spiral 
Staircase wouldn't hurt. 

Another important attribute is that it must be run dow n, 
and in need of restoration. 

“In the story, the house is tom down. That can be faked 
if necessar>’. but to fake it is verv- costly, so the house chosen 
for the film would preferably be a hou.se slated for 
demolition.” Greene said.

Landlords across Victoria 
are hitting their tenants with 
hidden rent increases by clos¬ 
ing up apartment-building 
garbage chutes, Dan Frank- 
ham, president of the Capital 
Region Tenants’ Association, 
said Wednesday. 

Closure of the chutes is 
creating a hardship for many 
elderly renters w ho must now 
pack their garbage down sev¬ 
eral flights of stairs to get rid 
of it, Frankham said. 

“The chutes were in use 
when they rented their apart¬ 
ments at first, and it Is quite 
possible that some may not 
have bc*en willing to rent the 
apartments they are in with¬ 
out the .service.” 

Frankham said he could 
name at least 10 buildings in 
the city where the chutes 
have b^n closed. 

Landlords are giving as 
their reason the fact that they 
are now required to have 
Sprinklers in the chutes as a 
fire safety measure, but their 
real concern is the cost of 
emptying the garbage bins 
each day, Frankham said. 

He checked with a plumb¬ 
ing contractor who quoted a 
price of about $350 as the cost 
of installing the sprinklers. 

“That's a very minor ex¬ 
pense in an apartment build¬ 
ing.” 

Probably more costly is the 
c\pen.se, frequently paid to 
an outside maintenance com¬ 
pany, for cleaning out the 
ground-floor bins in which the 
garbage lands, Frankham 
said. 

The matter probably falls 
under the section of the 
Landlord and Tenant Act 
w hich deals with hidden rent 
increases, he said. Section 
29C of the act reads: Unless 


the (Rent Re\iew) commis 
sion or inquiry officer orders, 
where a landlord . . . discon¬ 
tinues a service or facility, 
and such discontinuance re¬ 
sults in a substantial rtxfuc 
tion of a tenant’s use and 
enjoyment of residential 
premises or the service or 
facility, ... the value of such 
discontinut^ service or facil¬ 
ity shall be deemed to be a 
rent increase. ... 

As such, it would be subject 
to the usual notification re¬ 
quirements and appeal pro¬ 
cedures. 

Frankham took the matter 
to the Rent Review Commis¬ 
sion, which sent an order to 
Frankham's landlord, who 
had closed his garbage chute 
“until further notice," order 
ing him to re instate the ser¬ 
vice. But Frankham later got 
a letter from the commission 
slating that apparently the 
landlord had not reduc^ the 
service, but was using an al 
temative method for dispos 
ing of garbage. 

Frankham explained the 
situation again to a commis¬ 
sion officer, and has since 
been told that the matter was 
now under review by the con 
sumer affairs ministry. 

“Apparently they have had 
a number of cornplaims from 
people elsewhere.” 

Frankham said he would 
much rather have the service 
than a small reduction in 
rent. 

Many multi-storey apart 
ment buildings offer the 
small suites and low rents 
favored by the elderly, he 
noted, and these same people 
would be most affected by a 
requirement to carry out 
their own garbage, particu¬ 
larly during the winter.

Peter Bunn were 
afraid the municipality 
might set a precedent if it 
started moving seaweed 
at every sniff of public 
di.sapproval. But both re¬ 
cognized the problem 
wasn’t something to be 
shrugged off lightly. 

“Did anybody go and 
smell it?” Watts asked. 

The engineer said his' 


own nose wasn't really 
that good at detecting 
foul problems. 

Bunn suggested that 
someone from White's 
department “with a very 
strong sense of smell” 
monitor the situation for 
a few weeks before any 
decision was made to 
spend $400.

^ayne Bull won't be play¬ 
ing softball anymore. Sadly, 
there are a lot of things 
Wayne Bull won’t be able to 
do anymore. 

On Aug. 5 this year a sud¬ 
den tragic accident struck- 
down this healthy young ath¬ 
lete and now he is paralyzed 
. and bedridden at Shauguessy 
Hospital in Vancouver. 

Prior to the accident tha 
22-year-old laborer was one 
of the leading players on the 
Prairie Inn team of the Sid¬ 
ney Men’s Softball League. 

“He was a really accom¬ 
plished ballplayer, probably 
one of the best in Sidney." 


says Prairie Inn manager 
Don Boone. 

' Wayne and several other 
Prairie Inn players were 
sw imming at night In Comox 
Lake when the accident oc¬ 
curred. 

“Nobody is really sure 
what happened," said Boone. 
“We didn't see it hap^n but 
found him floating by a sub¬ 
merged stump. We think he 
dived and struck his head on 
the stump. 

Boone and the other play¬ 
ers applied artificial respira¬ 
tion and called for an ambu¬ 
lance. Bull was rushed to St. 


Jospeh’s hospital in Comox 
and then was flown to Van¬ 
couver. 

“The doctors say be suf¬ 
fered a broken neck but are 
not sure as to how much spi¬ 
nal damage there is. They 
are considering doing an ex¬ 
ploratory examination with¬ 
in four to six weeks," says 
Boone. 

Wayne's injury is the sec¬ 
ond tragedy to strike the Bull 
family this year. 

His parents were involved 
in a car accident wbile travel¬ 
ling in Europe 10 weeks ago. 
his father was killed and his 


mother was paralyzed from 
the waist down. 

An older brother and 20- 
year-oid sister are living on 
their own but before his acci¬ 
dent Wayne had become the 
main support for three sisters 
aged 18, 16 and 14. 

In an effort to defray the 
medical costs and order to 
help provide Wayne with 
equipment that will enable 
him to function better the 
Sidney, Heywood Avenue and 
Macdonald's Park softball 
l^gues are holding several 
benefit functions.

Kaplan was bom in Russia 
and moved as a child to Bel¬ 
gium. In 1914, he \isited New 
York with his young family, 
to spend some time with his 
mother who had emigrated. 

"The Germans invaded, 
the First World War started. 
1 lost everything." 

Undaunted by the turn of 
events and with a wife and 
baby to support, Kaplan 
turned to his trade — dia¬ 
mond-cutting in New 
York. Then, he turned his eye 
on Puerto Rico. 

"There was nothing being 


done down there, so we 
packed up and went." 

There, he founded an Indus 
try which has grown steadily 
ever since. One of his innova¬ 
tions was to organize dia 
mond cutting and polishing 
on an assembly-line basis. 

"We started a new process 
dividing the work into 10 
Steps so everyone did one- 
tenth of the work. We still use 
the system to some extent." 

In the mid-1930s came Ka¬ 
plan’s greatest challenge and 
triumph, the Jonker dia¬ 
mond. 

The huge stone weighed 
729 carats when it was dis 
covered in South Africa in 
1934 and Kaplan eventually 
turned It into 12 emerald-cut 
gems, ranging in weight from 
5.3 to 125.35 carats. 

"U took me two years," he 
said, sitting across the room 
from a display case contain¬ 


ing replicas of the original 
stone and the resulting gems, 
as well as the old vises, wood 
on mallets and steel chisels 
he used on the job. *i spent 
one year Just studying it, 
planning the size and the 


weight and shape of the 
stones." 

"When the owners sent me 
. the stone, they sent me a plan 
to cut It. If I had followed that 
plan, it would have been des 
troyed." 


Sterilization increasing 
as birth control method 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Al¬ 
though fewer women are 
using the oral contraceptive 
pill, it is still the most popu¬ 
lar method of birth control in 
the United States, a new fed¬ 
eral report shows. 

Also, almost one-third of 
the country’s 27.2 million 
married couples with wives 
of childbearing age are ster¬ 
ile, the report says, a result 


of the dramatic increase in 
surgical sterilization among 
white couples. 

"Sterilization is taking 
over because it is so effec¬ 
tive,** said Dr. Kathleen 
Ford, author of the report 
released by the U.S. National 
Centre for Health Statistics. 

Sterility is defined as the 
physical incapability of one 
or both partners to produce a 
child. 


Ms. Ford’s report shows 
that 22.3 per cent of all fertile 
couples in 1976 used the oral 
contraceptive pill to prevent 
conception, a drop from 2.5.1 
per cent in 1973. 

In contrast, figures show 
that in 1976. about 7.2 per cent 
of all married couples used a 
condom for birth control; 6.1 
per cent used intrauterine de¬ 
vices; 3.4 per cent used the 


Kids opt for streets 
over city park play 


OTTAWA (CP) — City 
parks are so poorly designed 
for children that most prefer 
to play in back alleys and on 
(he street, says Fallen Jacob, 
a Montreal landscape archi¬ 
tect. 

She told an International 
Playground Association in 
congress this week that only 
11 per cent of the children 
questioned in a Montreal 
stud> on how children per¬ 
ceive the city said they used 
community parks. 

Most park users under 17 
years of age are teenagers, 
said Mrs. Jacob. They liked 
to loiter there in groups be¬ 
cause adults could not super¬ 
vise them closely in the large 
open spaces. 

Children five to nine-years- 
old generally played in back¬ 
yards and 10 to 14-year-olds 
played on the street or in 
back alleys. 

Backyards and streets are 
close to home, full of chal¬ 
lenges. and small enough in 
scale for the younger child to 
lake risks and still feel com¬ 
fortable. said Mrs. Jacob. In 
contrast, community parks 
are often miles away and 
usually consist of vast 
stretches of green lawn with 
little to interest the child. 

Younger children also said 
they were afraid to use public 


transport to get to the parks. 

"Mention transit and the 
childjjrn offered tales of 
woe,^said Mrs. Jacob. 
"They said the seats and 
safety bars are too high and 
bus drivers often make (hem 
gel off without C'oming to a 
full stop." 

Community and school 
playgrounds closer to home 
were closed much of the year 
and too restricting to be 
much of an alternative. 

"The first leaf turns orange 
and it's time to remove the 
>wings; they'd probably lock 
up the slides too if they could 
move them.'* 

School playground space 
was often sacrificed for 
teachers’ cars and generally 
locked up after f«Hir and in 
the summer. One school with' 
a vast stretch of grass con¬ 
fined its students to a narrow 
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strip of asphalt so teachers 
could supenise them more 
easily. 

Mrs. Jacob's husband. 
Peter, a landscape planner, 
said neighborhoods should be 
made safer for children to 
play. 

Old buildings could be 
razed to create vest-pocket 
parks or turned into commu 
nity centres, he said. Resi¬ 
dential streets are largely 
empty except during mom 
ing and evening rush hours 
and could be made safe for 
play. 

"Kighty per cent of the 
land surface in cities is open 
space." said Jacob. "If we 
insist on using 69 per cent for 
cars only, we really limit op¬ 
tions such as recreation."

rhythm method; three per 
cent used foam and 2.9 per 
cent used a diaphragm. 

"It is the first time the 
centre has found a decrease 
in use of the pill.** M.s. Ford 
said in an interview. .She said 
that there was little use of the 
pill before the 1966s but that 
use increased rapidly during 
the 1960s and early 197()s. 

Ms. Ford’s report shows 
that in 1976. about 30.2 per 
cent of couples with wives 
ages 15 to 44 said they were 
sterile. This was an increase 
of six percentage points from 
1973. 

The 1976 figures show that 
28.3 per cent of all couples 
were sterile as a result of 
surgery, and 1.9 per cent 
were sterile for non-surgical 
reasons, such as disease or 
congenital defects. 

In 1973. 22J per cent of all 
couples were sterile as a re¬ 
sult of surgery' and less than 
one per cent for non-surgical 
reasons.

Dear Dr, Thostesan: At a 
recent physical It was^und 1 
have diverticuiosis am gall¬ 
stones. 1 had a slight pain in 
the abdomen, which is why 1 
had the physical. My doctor 
tells me there is nothing 
milch to do except to hope I 
don’t have too much trouble 
with either. He said he could 
put me on a diet of baby food, 
but I could still have trouble. 
He says pretty much the 
Name about the stones, that 1 
may have trouble in a few 
>ears. but to hope for the 
best. 

He sp«>ke of a “triad.” and 
told me most people who 
have these two problems 
usually also have a hiatal 
hernia, whic*h he says 1 do not 
have, i am a 63-year-old 
male, slightly overweight, 
but in otherwise good health. 
Can you comment, especially 
about the hiatal hernia? - 
K.H. 

Like all bad news, ailmems 
ofien come in groups, and 
groups of three seem to- be 
m^ common the triad.s. 
One of these is the diverticu- 
iosis (colon pouches), gall¬ 
stones and hiatal hernia. It 
doesn't mean that a person 
who ha.s one will have the 
other two or that a person 
with any two will have the 
third. But when two are 
found, the instinct is to look 
for the third. This particular 
triad Is known as “Saint's 
triud.’ 

Stones that gi\e trouble 
should be removed. They will 
not improve with years. Too, 
special diet. If needed for di- 
verticuiosis. might be best on 
the bulk, rather than soft 
side. The idea is to provide 
the intestines sufficient work 
HO as to avoid enlargement of 
the pouches'. 1 think you need 
further consultation with 


your doctor about your legs of 
the triad — about diet and the 
stones. 

Dear Dr. DiostesM: Can 
you explain what the medical 
ierm “myalgia” means? The 
doi'tor said I have K. The 
muscles in my back. hips, 
bottocks and legs are awfully 
sore. 1 am 61 and have had 
this for about three years. — 
A.N. 

“Myalgia” is muscle pain 
— a broad diagnosis. 1 
couldn't guess what is caus¬ 
ing it. Fibrositis (inflamma¬ 
tion of the fibrous tissue of 
muscles, joints, ligaments 
and tendons) is one cause^of 
myalgia. There can be a 
spine-related problem (in the 
lower spine) where nerves 
emerge serving the pain 
areas you mention. That 
might be investigated.

ness, accounting for 99 per 
cent of loaves produced at 
General Bakeries Ltd., To¬ 
ronto. white bread has been 
declining steadily during the 
last 10 years. 

Whole wheal and specialty 
breads now account for one 
third of General Bakeries’ 


production and the Industry 
has ceased to regard them as 
a passing fad. 

The bakeries have intro- 
duced a number of bran, 
multi-grain and low additive 
breads in an attempt to ex¬ 
ploit the growing demand for 
taste and variety. 

To their surprise, the ba¬ 
keries have found that con¬ 
sumers do not mind paying 
for the kind of bread they 
like. 

Al Ray. sales manager fur 
McGavln Foods in Fdmun- 
toH. said that at first, his 


company could not believe 
consumers wduld pay so 
much more for variety 
breads. ^ 

“Some of our competitors 
are charging over a dollar a 
loaf and it seems to be mov 
ing,” he said. 

In response to changing 
marketing conditions. Hunt's 
and Women's Food Products 
inc., Toronto, invested in an 
automated plant -two years 
ago that produces crusty Eu 
ropcan and specialty breads 
and rolls.

A company official said the 
bread has proved so success 
fui the plant is being expand¬ 
ed this year. 

However. J. Peter Wyganl. 
president of General Ba¬ 
keries, a tireless defender of 
white bread, said he eats 
three or four slices of sliced 
white bread a day and insisu 
“we need to return to the 
basics of eating more 
bread." 

He said white bread is just 
as nutritious as many health 
breads on the market but the 
nutritional values of white 
bread need to be advertised 
to the public. 


Richard Baeby, director of 
marketing for McGavln 
Foods Ltd., Vancouver, said 
the industry has allowed 
bread to be perceived by the 
consumer as a fattening, 
pulpy product. 

“The volume of advertising 
is incredibly small, com¬ 
pared with the amount spent 
to promote soap, coffee and 
other staples,** lie said. 

As a consequence of poor 
advertising and the change in 
taste, large bakeiiee which 
depended on bulk sales of 
white bread to supermarkets 
at bclow-cost prices, have 
fallen into difficulties. 

Supermarket specials, 


such as three loaves for a 
deilar, cut into profits. 

And for the bakery division 
of Christie Brown and Co. 


Ltd., Teronte, this profit cut 
contributed te its demise. The 
division was sold to General 
Bakeries last May.

Kvf r wonder why you can’t 
duplicate thooe amaihlng 
color Bchemet you tee in potli 
decorating magazines? One 
reason might be that those 
colors are Just not available 
in most mass-produced, mo¬ 
derately priced furnishings. 

Colors like luscious ruby 
reds, muted blue-greens, and 
a host of stylish, subtly vary¬ 
ing gray tones are part of the 
new "soft cycle'* appearing 
in decorator-c'oilections. But 
the bulk of inexpensive home 
items in stores are still limit¬ 
ed to earth tones. The reason 
is that most voiume manufac¬ 
turers and retailers confine 
their color range to proven 
best sellers. 

Now there's nothing wrong 
with earth tones, ranging 
from beiges through cinna¬ 
mons to browns. Most people 
find them pleasing and easy 
to live with. But if you want 
something else, you should 
have a much wider choice — 
even if you don't have much 
money to spend. So says 
Helen D. Vincent, who reluc¬ 
tantly admits she may be 
partly responsible for a trend 
she strongly deplores. 

As a color and design c*on- 
sultant to manufacturers, re- 
taiiers and importers, it Is 
her job to forecast color 
trends and to indicate those 
tones she expects to be most 
popular. But, although the 
charts she draws up present a 
wide spectrum of colors, cli¬ 
ents often concentrate on the 
prospective best-sellers and 
forget about the rest, she 
says. And, generally, the 
lower the price range, the 
fewer the colors. 

In high-priced colleciions 
sold through decorators, the 
"soft cycle" appeared about 
a year ago. she said in an 
interview at her Manhattan 
apartment. The "soft cycle" 
will begin to filter down to 
mass-produced merchandise 
in a year or two, but when it 
does, she expects the range to 
be sharply curtailed. 

While it is more economical 
for industry' to produce and 
stock large quantities in lim¬ 
ited colors, in the long run. 
she warns, the practice could 
lead to a serious dow nturn in 
the economy; She is afraid 
the consumer, given few al- 
temative.s, wiil refrain from 
buying.

Vancouver coroner 
quits VGH probe

VANCOUVER (CP)-Brit- 
ish Columbia’i auperv^Aing 
coroner dlsouallfilid himaolf 
VVedneaday from conducting 
inquesta into three deaths at 
Vancouver General Hospital. 

The disqualification came 
one week after Glen McDon¬ 
ald was rebuked by Health 
Minister Bob McClelland for 
'irresponsible'* statements 
about the Incidents. 

McDonald said before the 
start of the inquests that 
''after considerable delibera¬ 
tion in connection with the 
deaths at the Vancouver Gen¬ 
eral Hospital, I feel that for 
(he better discharge of these 
duties as coroner they be 
taken over by coroner Ber¬ 
nard Nash.” 

Nash normally conducts in¬ 
questa in North Vancouver. 

McClelland had called 
McDonald Irresponsible for 
making the statement that 


"you'd be deaf, dumb and 
Mind'* not to know there was 
some kind of trouble at Van¬ 
couver General. His state¬ 
ment referred to the deaths of 
patients Bill Lako, 39. Danny 
Barnes, 26, and Getruide GeM 
lum, 57, in the hospital. 

McDonald said his reasons 
for dtsqualifying hiipseif 
stemmed from the fact that 
he had been an honorary lec¬ 
turer in pathology at Vancou¬ 
ver General and would con¬ 
tinue in that Job this year. 

“Also, I have been involved 
in kidney donor schemes, the 
tissue bank, the ear bank, 
homographs and other co-op¬ 
erations which make me a 
party to many sensitive con¬ 
ditions at the Vancouver Gen¬ 
eral Hospital.'* 

Meanwhile, Nash heard 
evidence Wednesday that 
razor blades had been taken 
away from Lako, a multiple 
sclerosis victim, about 12 


hours before he was found 
dead at the hospital. 

Lako had two deep cuts in 
his abdomeh when found. < 
Grace Vanderwall, a nurse 
on Lako's ward, said she had 
discovered a cut on his fin- 

g ers and when she asked how 
e had got it, he said he had 
thrown a razor blade out. 

Vanderwall said she told 
the head nurse and was told 
to take Lako's razor blades 
away from him. She said she 
locked up several blades 
which she found in a search of 
his room. 

She said Lako had never 
given any previous indication 
he was suicidal. 

Evidence also showed that 
the normal complement of 
nurses was on dutv and that 
Lako had been checked an 
hour before being found 
dead. 


Miners ignore 
Peru controis 


LIMA (AP)—A country¬ 
wide miners’ strike in Peru 
rontinued Wednesday despite 
a government declaration of 
a state of emergency and the 
.suspension of constitutional 
rights in mining installations 
and surrounding communi¬ 
ties. , 

The National Federation of 
Miners and Metallurgical 
Workers said issues in the 
19-day strike had not been 
resolved. 

The government-controlled 
media reported that workers 
were returning to their jobs, 
but union spokesmen denied 
it. 

.About 45,000 miners walked 
out Aug. 4. demanding higher 
pay, amnesty for lairar lead- 
ers arrested ip previous 


strikes and the rehiring of 70 
miners who had been dis¬ 
missed for participating in 
illegal strikes. The miners, 
who earn between $1.57 and 
$4.69 a day, have not speci¬ 
fied their wage demands. 

On Tuesday, the military 
government’s joint armed 
forces command declared a 
state of emergency, suspend¬ 
ed constitutional guarantees 
and sent troops into the 
major mining regions.

Those trying to keep the paintings at home 
say Britons are forced to Kell by inflation, 
the pimnd's decline against most other cur 
rencies and punitive taxes—especially In 
heritance taxes which have also caused the 


sale of some estates and the (opening of 
others to the public to maintain the costly 
upkeep of the arisotratic homes. 

They charge the Labor government is 
doing little to stop the drain, but the govern 
ment point.s to cuts in almost all areas and 
says it can't spend much on art.

NAIROBI (Reuttr) — Kenya haa launched a cam 
paign to recover archivea and'^^iatorical treaKures 
from Britain and other countries. Among the itema 
wanted la a fly whisk once confiscated from Kenya's 
president Jomo Kenyatu who died Tuesday. 

The search for old documenu is concentrated on 
Britain, the former colonial power, though some ar 
chivea are in the United Slates, and others are be 
lieved to be in West Germany. Prance, Portugal, India 
and other African countries. 

It la believed the documents can shed new light on 
Kenya’s history from the arrival of the first settlers, 
through the It-year inaurrection by Mau Mau guerril¬ 
las. to the granting of Independence in 19IS. 

In October. 1952, the British declared a state of 


emergency in Kenya, flew in troops from Sue/ and 
arrested Kenvatta and 99 others, accusing them of 
association with the Mau Mau. 

Kenyatta, tried with five others on charges of 
managing Mau Mau. was given a seven-year prison 
term. 

When he was arrested, police confiscated a fly 
whisk, an ornate walking stick, a ring and works by 
Plato and Gandhi Now. Kenya wants these articies 
back. 

Kenyatta led Kenya to independence in 1963 and 
became president in December, 1964, a post he held 
until his death today. 

Dr. Malna Kagombe, director of the national ar 
chives in Kenya, said the government believed Ken- 


yatta's confiscated possessions, and a long list of 
documents, were in England. 

Starting next month, three Kbnyans will be in 
I^ndon looking for the lost articles. 

Scottish and Irish churches are believed to have 
records of missionary work in Kenya and the Univer- 
.slty of Manchester has documents about the railway 
built across East Africa to Uganda from Mom¬ 
basa at the turn of the century. 

Syracuse University in the U S. held part of the 
Kenya archives. « 

And most of the Mau Mau records are at the 
Hoover Institute of War, Peace and Revolution at 
California’s Stanford University, he said. “No wonder 
we can hardly trace Mau Mau record.** in Kenya."

Poet’s 

murder 

appeal 

fails 


VANCOUVER ilCPV - 
Poet Roy Arm'strung 
Lowther, 52, has failed In an 
appeal against conviction for 
the murder of his poetwife, 
Patricia Loui.se Lowther. in 
1975. 

The British Columbia Court 
of Appeal in a unanimous de¬ 
cision rejected defence sub¬ 
missions that the trial judge 
should have told the jur>' that 
one^possible verdict open to 
them was manslaughter and 
that he failed to instruct the 
jury on the defence of provo¬ 
cation. 

Justice W. Tt. McIntyre 
said there was no evidence 
whatever of any provocation 
or wrongful act and that 
Lowther’s sole defence was 
that he was not present at the 
.killing. 

The naked body of Patricia 
Lowther was found Oct. 13, 
1975, in a stream known as 
Furry Creek near Squamish, 
about 80 kilometres north of 
here. ^ 

A medical examination 
showed the skull had been 
shattered by blows with an 
instrument such as a ham¬ 
mer. 

Lowther^had told police 
that his wife had left him. but 
in his own defence said he 
had returned home Sept. 24, 
to find his wife dead in bed. 
Believing police would con¬ 
sider him guilty of murder, 
he said he decided to dispose 
of the body and took it to the 
creek where he left it.

Provincial officials will 
monitor proposed changes to 
the Canada Assistance Plan 
w-hich provides B.C. with 8250 
million a year for health.

LOUISVILLE. Ky. 
(AP) — Jefferson County 
committlonera have ap¬ 
proved an ordinance that 
would cut off county 
fundi for abortions and 
require that women be 
shown a photograph of a 
fetus before getting an 
abortion. 

In addition, a woman’s 
parents, if sbe Is under 18, 
or her husband, If she Is 
18 and married, would be 
notified that an abortion 
Is planned. 

The measure went Into 
effect Immediately In ail 
of Jefferson County ex¬ 
cept the city of Louisville. 
Louisville’s Board of Al- 
decmen is considering a 
similar measure. 

The Kentucky Civil LL 
bertles Union has object¬ 
ed to some provisions of 
the ordinance on grounds 
they violate a woman’s 
light to privacy and 
might harm the woman 
emotionally. 

A similar ordinance 
was passed last winter by 
Akron, Ohio, city council, 
but U.S. District Judge 
Leroy ^nti issued an in¬ 
junction against enforce¬ 
ment at the request of the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union. A hearing Is sche¬ 
duled Sept. S. 

The Jefferson County 
measure provides penal¬ 
ties of up to 21 years in 
prison. 

Under the ordinance, a 
physician will be re¬ 
quired to provide an 
abortion patient with 
printed literature includ¬ 
ing a statement that local 
government believes the 
fetus is human and pre¬ 
fers that the woman not 
abort the pregnancy. 


What^s in a bottle? 
Wineries must say 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The U.S. wvem- 
ment has issued rules requiring lawls to 
accurately state a wine's content and thus 
give consumers better information about the 
wine they drink. 

Under the rules, for instance, a wine 
claiming to be made from a specific variety 
of grape--8uch as cabernet sauvignon or 
pinot noir—must in fact be composed of 
75 per cent of wine made from that particu¬ 
lar grape. 

The law currently allows a wine to claim 
to be a varietal If It is made up of only 51 
per cent of the grape mentioned. An exemp¬ 
tion to that provision was granted for 
Concord wine, since 75 per cent of that grape 
would make the wine taste too strong. 

The bureau of alcohol, tobacco and fire¬ 
arms, which issued the regulations after 


nearly three years of proposals and hear¬ 
ings. said It would consider other possible 
exemptions on a caso-by-caso basis. 


and domestic wine, also provide; 

• Wine claiming to be from a specific 
country, state or county must consist of at. 
least 75 per cent of wine from the named 
place. 

• Wine claiming to come from a specific 

grape growing region will consist of at 
least 85 per cent of grapes from the named 
region. • 

• The term ’’American’* may now be used 
on labels instead of the word ’’domes¬ 
tic.”

The council represents Metis and non-reglatered In¬ 
dians In the two territories and all provinces except 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan.

Fairweather takes rap in Bell snafu 


TORONTO (CP) - Gordon Fair- 
weather, Canalflan human rights 
commissioner. Is assuming rosponsi- 
bility for what be calls administra¬ 
tive sloppiness Involved in rejec¬ 
tion of a Canadian Jewish Gmgress 
complaint against Bell Canada. 

The congress says It was not In¬ 
formed properly of the commission's 
investigation of a complaint that Bell 
Canada was using a discriminatdry 


prospectus to cover the hiring of 
employees to work in Saudi Arabia. 

Fairweather said that after a 
lengthy Investigation, the commis¬ 
sion found there wawno evidence of 
discrImiBation against any Cana¬ 
dian. 

Howwver, in a July 13 letter to the 
Jewish congress, a commission offi¬ 
cial cited two different reasons for 
dismissing the complaint. 


The lettel* said the commission 
could not establish whether Bell 
came within the purview of Parlia¬ 
ment and therefore was subject to 
the Human Rights Act It also said 
the Bell Canada prospectus predated 
proclamation of the act on March l. 
1978. 

On Aug. 10, the congress learned 
through a Canadian Press report that 
the commission had dismissed a 
complaint against Bell Canada on the 


grounds of religious discrimination. 
The complaint was lodged by Herb 
Gray, Liberal MP for Windsor West, 
and involved Beirs $Ul-billion con¬ 
tract to expand and modernize the 
Saudi Arabian telephone network. 

*‘We did not receive the courtesy of 
a direct communication until later 
and first learned of this development 
though the public press,** a congress 
spokesman said.

ported en route to Managua 
to pick them up. 

There was no confirmation 
yet in Managua of the Vene 
zuelan report, but President 
Anastasio Somoza's govern 
ment agreed to the least of 
the guerrillas' demands— 
that their statement of 
charges against the govern 
ment be read over the nation 
al radio network. The guer 
rillas postponed for eight 
hours the deadline at which 
they said they would start 
killing the 5U0 hostages the> 
were holding in the capitol 
building. 

The guerrillas have de^ 
manded that Somoza's go\ 
ernment free all political 
prisoners—believed to num 
ber somewhere between 120 
and 150—provide safe con 
duct out of the country for the 
prisoners and guerrillas, add 
pay $10 million in cash as 
ransom for the hostages 

The guerrillas had threa 
tened to begin shooting the 
hostages unless the go\ern 
ment freed all political pris 
oners, reported to number 
between 130 and 150, and paid 
$10 million in ransom, a wit 
ness reported.

ATLANTA, Ga. (CP)—Ar¬ 
rest warrants have been Is¬ 
sued for the publishers of 
Playboy, Penthouse and Oui 
magazines on charges of dis¬ 
tributing obscenity, author¬ 
ities said Wednesday. 

The warrants against Play¬ 
boy publisher Hugh Hefner. 
Penthouse publisher Bob 
Guccione and David Fillpac- 
chi of Oui were issued Aug. 
It, but only became known 
Wednesday. 

The charges are the same 
as those .Hustler magazine 
publisher Larry Flynt was 
being tried for last November 
w hen he was shot outside the 
court, paralysing him below 
^the waist. 

Warrants have been mailed 
to California and New York, 
where the publishers live. 

The charges, originally 
filed last January, are the 
result of a local anti-smut 
crackdown which began last 
>ear. In July, a federal court 


ruled a publisher could be 
held responsible for selling 
his magazine. 

The obscenity charge car 
ries a maximum 12-month 
prison term and $1,000 fine 
for each count. 

In Los Angeles. Playboy 
publisher Hefner said the 
warrant charging him with 
criminal obscenity was “a 
politically motivated pub¬ 
licity attempt" by a Georgia 
prosecutor. 

Hin.son McAuliffe. solici¬ 
tor-general of Fulton County^ 
Ga., filed the charge against 
Hefner last month, specifi¬ 
cally naming the December, 
1977, issue of Playboy. 

Hefner said he talked with 
Los Angeles police about the 
charges, but didn’t know 
whether an arrest warrant 
might be served. 

He said he doubted he

OTTAWA (CP)—Consumer 
groups geared up for a fight

The Consumers’ Associa¬ 
tion of Canada—which gets 
more than (400,000 a year in 
federal grants—began a tele¬ 
phone campaign to get as 
many of Its 100,000 members 
as po.ssible to write to cabinet 
ministers demanding recol 
sideration. 

In Montreal, the Automo¬ 
bile Protection Association— 
which gets $45,000—held a 
strategy session to discuss

The federal inspectors— 
employees of Central Mort¬ 
gage and Housing Corp —are 
responsible only for ensuring 
that the mortgage company 
gets value for its money, al¬ 
though they do try to ensure 
buyers are happy. 

The Capital Region’s In¬ 
spectors are responsible for 
ensuring the National Build¬ 
ing Code and the plumbing 
code are met. 

The provincial electrical 
inspection branch is respon¬ 
sible for ensuring wiring 
meets standards. 

The Colwood volunteer fire 
department is responsible for 
ensuring that the new-style 
steel fireboxes and chimneys 
are installed correctly. But if 
it is a conventional fireplace, 
(he responsibility is that of 
the region board inspectors. 

There ought to be an easier 
way for buyers to be assured 
that they get their money's 
worth, and a rea.sonabie 
amount of satisfaction, out of 
the bi||u;est single investment 
of their lives. 

As Andre Lauzon. a letter- 
carrier who lives at 3060 Met- 
chosin Road, put it; “Do we 
have to take a course in buy¬ 
ing a home?’* 

The purchasers—many of 
whom never bothered to see a 




lawyer until they went to the 
contractor’s law office to sign 
the mortgage documents— 
are partly to blame. Many of 
them were so eager to buy 
and move into their homes 
that they overlooked the red 
tape and legalities set up over 
the course of many years to 
protect them. 

Since the contractors oper¬ 
ate on a slim profit mar^n in 
an extremely competitive 
market, they, too, are anx¬ 
ious to consummate the deal 
and are often all too eager to 
get their purchasers living in 
their houses. 

And since it is a buyer’s 
market, those who demand 
fringe benefits such as 
fridges, washers, dryers and

Nanaimo board reaction 

Region chiefs refuse 
to 'dig own grave' 


By DONNA REIMEB 


NANAIMO — A director who has vowed to bury 
regional districts has asked the Nanaimo Region 
Board to dig its own grave. 

But other directors are having no part of it. 

Josei^ Pullen, director from Coombs-Hilliers- 
ErringtoiL asked the board this week to approve of 
the holding of a referendum asking if the regional 
district should be disbanded. 

But. said city of Nanaimo alderman and region 
al director Ada Howden, not only has Pullen pledged 
to bury regional districts, but "he wants us to dig the 
grave and crawl in after.** 

Pullen was the only director w ho voted in favor 
of his own motion that a referendum be held in 
November asking if the voters of the Nanaimo 
region were in favor of disbanding the regional 
board. 

The Area F' director w as elected last year on a 
platform of burying regional districts, and Is the 
vice-president of the Land Owners and Taxpayers 
Rights Association Committee (LATRAC), which 
was formed to oppose regional districts. 

Pullen said that he was suggesting the referen¬ 
dum because of the action of the northern Island’s 
Mount Waddington Regional District, which last 
week voted to disband. 

He said that the disillusionment, disenchant¬ 
ment and unhappiness with regional districts were 
growing across the province. 

Pullen said that he had intended to ask that an 
impartial committee be set up "to determine if the 
best interest of the taxpayer is being sen ed . . . by 
(he'Nanaimo Regional Board.’* 

But he added that it would be impossible to find 
an impartial compiittee, so he was a^ing the board 
to put the question to a referendum. 


The motion was seconded by Ed Irving df Shaw 
Hill-Deep Bay. for purpose of discussion. 

Cedar director Owen Kennedy said that Pullen’s 
motion reminded him of that old joke: ** Are you still 
beating your wife? 

"You’re damned if you do and you're damned if 
you don’t," Kennedy said. 

Kennedy asked if the group of which Pullen is 
vice-president, LATRAC, was registered and If 
there has ever been publication of the names 
of the executive members. 

But Pullen protested that the question was not 
related to his motion, and board chairman Paul 
Smith agreed that it was "far afield.’* 

Pullen also refused to answer the question of 
Nanaimo alderman and regional director Ray 
Bruokbank whether he was on the LATRAC ex¬ 
ecutive. 

Smith said that he thought Pullen s motion was 
probably out of order, since the region had undertak¬ 
en borrow ing for municipalities, and now could not 
dissolve itself and refuse to pay the debts. 

But he did not rule the motion out of order and 
allowed it to go to a vote. 

Regional administrator W.D. Ilott estimated 
that the Nanaimo region had borrowed about $15 
million on behalf of its member municipalities. 

Other directors suggested that any referendum 
to be held should be province-wide, and perhaps ask 
to do away with municipal, provincial and federal 
governments as well. 

Pullen was the only director to vote in favor of 
the motion, which was not unexpected. 

However, he told the Colonist after the meeting 
(hat this was only the beginning of the battle, and 
that his support on the board would grow as support 
grew among voters, and as more anti-regional 
directors were elected. 


Duncan trustees asked: 

‘Fancy chairs 
ahead 

of children?’

DUNCAN — School District 
65 trustees have been asked if 
they valued their "fancy 
chairs and new offices" 
hi^r than children's Uvea. 

lliis question and others 
like It. were asked by angry 
and irate parents who packed 
.school board offices to pro¬ 
test the board's recent deci¬ 
sion to cut back on courtesy 
bus rides to many of ita stu¬ 
dents. 

The parents charged that 
six-and-seven-year-olds 
would be forced to walk along 
and cross over the Trans- 
Canada and Shawnigan-Mlll 
Bay highways. This would be 
after dark, along unlit 
stretches of highway, during 
the winter months. 

School trustees claimed the 
cuts in the courtesy service 
became necessary because 
the buses were becoming 
overcrowded by ineligible 
students. 

The board decided to en¬ 
force ministry of education 
school bus regulations that 
slate children in grades 1-3 
must live more than 2.5 miles 
from their school and grades 
4-12 must be more than three 
miles. 

Cathy Barrie, who present 
ed the board with a lao-tlgna 
ture petition protesting the 
cutbacks in service, said her 
two children, one eight and 
the other 12, had to walk 
down the Shawnigan-Mill 
Bay Road, then up the Trans- 
Canada Highway, a toul dis¬ 
tance of 2.7 miles. 

She said part of the dis¬ 
tance walked by children, 
some seven-year-olds, along 
the Shawnigan-Mill Bay 
Road did not have a shoulder, 
causing children to walk on 
the highway. 

She also complained; 
'Children ar legally sup¬ 
posed to walk facing the traf¬ 
fic. They then have to cross 
these dangerous highways to 
catch a bus . . . that is if they 
are entitled to do so." 

One angry parent said he 
was protesting against 
"seven-to-nine-year-old chil¬ 
dren walking along the hl^- 
way after 4 p.m. when it's 
da^ in the winter time. I will 
'* not let my child go to school if 
the child has to walk on the 
highway after dark." 

He then asked: "If I find it 
unsafe for my child to walk to 
school, and 1 keep the child at 
home, what would happen to 
me legally?" 

School Superintendent Bill 
Marshall replied; "The act 
provides for $10-a-day fine for 
every day your child is ab¬ 
sent frdm school."

Comox Valley council united 


COURTENAY — An 
amendment to the Municipal 
Act to allow creation within 
the regional district frame¬ 
work of area committees, 
where such areas have com¬ 
mon interests, will be urged 
by Comox Valley councils. 

At a meeting of Courtenay. 
Comox and Cumberland 
councils early this week, at 
which members of the media 


were not allowed to be pres¬ 
ent, the decision was made to 
send the request to Hugh 
Curtis, minister of municipal 
affairs. 

The resolution states: "The 
area committee would be au¬ 
tonomous in dealing with all 
regional district matters re¬ 
lating solely to the area, with 
decisions of the area commit¬ 


tee being binding on the re¬ 
gional district tMard. Fur¬ 
thermore, the regional 
district board as a whole • 
would be responsible only for 
umbrella functions and func¬ 
tional guidelines." 

Mayors of all three councils 
have expressed concern over 
powers of the regidnai dis¬ 
trict board, especially in 
dealing w ith matters relating 


solely to the area of School 
District 71, basically the 
Comox Valley. 

Recently a regional vote on 
a recommendation from its 
sports commission, which 
would have allowed construc¬ 
tion of a bowling alley coir- 
plex in the exhibition 
grounds, was defeated by 
votes of directors from out¬ 
side this area. 


Meanwhile, the Back Road, 
otherwise known as Valley 
View Drive and Glacier View 
Drive has finally received an 
official name and will be 
called Glacier View Drive, 
subject to approval from the 
highways department, which 
has jurisdiction over a por¬ 
tion of the road. The road is 
an alternate route to Comox. 


Marshall uid: "We must 
bring back the amount of kids 
carried by our school buses to 
the Iqgal fimlts. In some 
cases we have had cases of 
overcrowding taking place. 

"We know it's unsafe for 
kids to walk on the Shawni¬ 
gan-Mill Bay highway, but 
we can do nothing about it," 
he said.

"After all. they have to get 
elected every two years, and 
are very conscious of peti¬ 
tions and packed delegations, 
especially on such mother¬ 
hood issues as children's 
lives being at stake." 

Trustee Joan Gillatt 
summed up the situation for 
the parents. 

She said: "Our buses have 
been overcrowded. Last 
spring we had to decide 
whether to continue over¬ 
crowding, or try to get an¬ 
other bus. We were told no 
way. 

"We were then told we 
would have to enforce the 
walking limits. 

"A lot of children were still 
being accommodated on the 
courtesy ride system, when¬ 
ever the bus had room. But 
many of the children were 
told that their rides would be 
discontinued." 

Trustee Jack Harris point¬ 
ed out that responsibility still 
rested for the main part with 
the parents. 

He said: "You have to 
apply pressure on the provin¬ 
cial government to reduce 
walk limits and have the 
highways made safer. In the 
meantime, you should hire a 
bus." 

The parents replied that 
they "were tooo busy paying 
school taxes to have any 
money left to hire a school 
bus." 

One parent suggested that 
perhaps they could hire a 
school bus. one that was 
being used only to take chil¬ 
dren to swimming classes. 

Chairman Hussey in¬ 
formed the parents that the 
board would study the matter 
again to see what could be 
done to accommodate the 
younger grades, particularly 
in the more dangerous 
areas. 

But he again suggested that 
the parents lobby the region¬ 
al board directors at the re¬ 
gion's next meeting. 


Bevan Lodge replacement won’t be simple

COURTENAY — While Bevan Lodge administrator 
Roger Bushnell sought council approval for a special-use 
permit for group living homes for adult retardates, a 
resident of the area proposed for one of the homes regis¬ 
tered emphatic disapproval of the idea.

them into the community. 

"A person can best Jeam in reality," he said, "rather 
than in a make-believe situation." 

Two group homes for eight people are proposed for 
Courtenay, one at 1815 England Avenue and the other at 
772-78(H16th Street. 

Bushnell said the neighbors had been canvassed and 
all wee not in agreement with the proposal. 

He said the retardates were not freaks or sub-human 
and some were even entitled to vote. 

Some council members appeared to feel the move was 
not a wise one when properly costs were so high and reno¬ 
vations expensive. 


However, Bushnell said the lodge could cost as much 
as 50 per cent more if the lease were to be renegotiat¬ 
ed. 

Council agreed to ask Bushnell to canvass neigh¬ 
bors in a one-square-block area, seeking their opinion 
and returning to council with his finding. 

The resident who has already expressed his objec¬

Wayne Bull won’t be play¬ 
ing softball anymore. Sadly, 
there are a lot of things 
Wayne Bull won’t be able to 
do anymore. 

On Aug. $ this year a sud¬ 
den tragic accident struck- 
down this healthy young ath¬ 
lete and now he is paralyzed 
and bedridden at Shaugnessy 
Hospital in Vancouver. 

Prior to the accident the 
22-year-old laborer was one 
of the leading players on the 
Prairie Inn team of the Sid¬ 
ney Men’s Softball League. 

‘’He was a really accom¬ 
plished ballplayer, probably 
one of the best in Sidney." 


says Prairie Inn manager 
Don Boone. 

Wayne and several other 
Prairie Inn players were 
swimming at night in Comox 
Lake when the accident oc¬ 
curred. 

••Nobody is really sure 
what happened.” said Boone. 
“We didn’t see it happen but 
found him floating by a sub¬ 
merged stump. We think he 
dived and struck his head on 
the stump. 

Boone and the other play¬ 
ers applied artificial respira¬ 
tion and called for an ambu- 
lant*e. Bull waf rushed to St. 


Jospeh’s hospital in Comox 
and then was flown to Van¬ 
couver. 

“The doctors say he suf¬ 
fered a broken neck but are 
not sure as to how much spi¬ 
nal damage there is. They 
are considering doing an ex¬ 
ploratory examination with¬ 
in four to six weeks,” says 
Boone. 

Wayne’s injur>’ is the sec¬ 
ond tragedy to strike the Bull 
family this year. 

His parents were involved 
in a car accident while travel¬ 
ling in Europe 10 weeks ago. 
his father was kilted and his 


mother was paralyzed from 
the waist down. 

An older brother and 20- 
year-old sister are living on 
their own but before his acci¬ 
dent Wayne had become the 
main support for three sisters 
aged 18, 16 and 14. 

In an effort to defray the 
medical cosu and order to 
help provide Wayne with 
equipment that will enable 
him to function better the 
Sidney. Heywood Avenue and 
Macdonald’s Park, softball 
leagues are holding several 
benefit functions.

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Farmland reserve status 

Cabinet asked 
for restoration 


By STEPHEN HUME 

North Saanich council 
wants the provincial cabi¬ 
net to return 16 acres of 
farmland to the Agricul¬ 
tural Land Reserve. 

By a vote of six-to-one, 
council has approved a 
resolution to **formally 
apply** to the cabinet to 
return the land to the ALR 
and to hold a public hear¬ 
ing on the applicatioh. 

The resolution was in¬ 
troduced by Aid. Eric 
Sherwood. North Saanich 
Mayor George Westwood 
voted against it. 

Sherwood said Tuesday: 
“There’s no machinery 
for replacing the land ex¬ 
cept for council to go 
directly to cabinet.” 

The parcel has caused 
some controversy in re¬ 
cent months. 

A provincial soils ex¬ 
pert, Fred Reid, was fired 
from the agriculture min¬ 
istry in June for talking to 
the press about circum¬ 
stances surrounding its 
removal from the ALR. 

There is still the politi¬ 
cal question of why it and 
surrounding Saanich Pen¬ 
insula lands were re¬ 
moved from the ALR al¬ 
though they were classed 
as agricultural. 

The 16-acre parcel is 
rated class 2 and 3 agri¬ 
cultural capability, and is 
owned by Donald and Ja- 
queline Wilson. 9209 Can- 
ura Road. 

The land was removed 


from the ALR in May this 
year, following two previ¬ 
ous refusals by the B.C. 
Land Commission. 

Land commission chair¬ 
man Gary Runka said re¬ 
cently that the 16-acre parcei 
was removed from the ALR 
because 'Mts capability for 
agriculture was outweighed 
by the likely negative impact 
from surrounding lands 
which were soon to be devel¬ 
oped for residential and other 
urban uses.” 

These ‘‘surrounding lands” 
were 63 acres In Sidney. 

But how was the surround¬ 
ing land in Sidney, a 63-acre 
parcel of farmland, removed 
from the ALR If the land 
commission recommended 
against it? 

An answer was given re¬ 
cently by land commission 
chairman Runka. 

Runka said the town of Sid 
ney. at the instigation of the 
Southwest Sidney Rate¬ 
payers Association, an asso¬ 
ciation formed by developer 
Fred Purvis, applied to the 
provincial cabinet to remove 
the 63 acres from the ALR. 

Purvis wanted the 63 acres 
to develop a 33-acre farm 
into a mobile home develop¬ 
ment. 

Sidney Aid. Jerry Tregas- 
kis, a regional director, led 
the municipal fight to remove 
the 63 acres. 

Yet the land commission 
continued to recommend that 
the 63 acres stay in the ALR. 
So did the regional planning 
staff. 


Cabinet overruled the land 
commission’s recommenda¬ 
tion In January this year and 
removed the 63 acres from 
the ALR. No one seems to 
know why. 

This paved the way for 
Purvis’ mobile home ^vel- 
opment which, according to 
petitions filed at municipal 
hall, the townspeople ap¬ 
parently did not want. 

Removal of the 63 acres in 
Sidney in Januar>’ apparent 
ly set the stage four months 
later for removal of the 16 
acres in North Saanich. 

If it weren’t for the original 
removal of that Sidney land, 
Sherwood said Tuesday. 
North Saanich wouldn’t be In 
the “bind” today of having to 
ask for the return of 16 acres 
of farmland.

CBC goes ahead 
with new station

A Saanich planning depart 
ment study that will decide 
whether Cordova Bay is to 
remain virtually as is or be 
developed to house up to 12.- 
000 people is taking longer 
than expected.

But spinoff information will 
reveal whether excess sewer 
capacity exists in existing 
trunks (hat could be used in 
other areas, and indicate 
which other areas might 
benefit. 

The study Is being made at 
the request of the Cordova 
Bay Association, and will be 
part of the background infor¬ 
mation of a local area plan to 
be drawn up under the muni¬ 
cipality’s over-all community 
plan. 

Laurenson said once it is 
ready, a public meeting will 
be called in Cordova Bay at 
which it will be aired, along 
w ith residents* concerns.

Rent boosts ‘hidden’

Urgently wanted: In the Metro Vancouver or Greater 
Victoria areas, a very large, traditional mansion to be used 
for four nipnths for himing of a ghost-story thriller 

That call has gone out from the feature films office of 
Tourism B.C., which has on its hands a Toronto feature film 
producer anxious make a film with an old house as 
the main star, the provincial government's feature film 
consultant Justis Greene said Wednesday. 

Film director Trevor Williams has already visited 
several houses in the Victoria, Vancouver and Toronto 
areas, but so far the “perfect” house has eluded him. and 
that's too bad for the B.C. film industry. 

“The house is the star of the movie. The location that 
comes up with the perftkt house will come up with the 
movie.” 

Initial planning for the film has already begun, and the 
cameras are slated to roll by Nov. 15, Greene said. 

The film, based on a true stor>’. involves a man who 
experiences a personal tragedy and, to help forget about it. 
buys an old mansion and begins to restore it. During 
the restoration process he encounters a hidden room, and 
undisclosed myst'eries follow. Eventually, the house is torn 
down. 

The “perfect” house must be a real mansion with at 
least three storeys and a good-sized ballroom. Large rooms 
with high ceilings and plenty of windows are also important. 
It should have a large, grand entrance, and a spiral 
staircase wouldn’t hurt. 

Another important attribute is that it must be run dow n. 
and in need of restoration. 

*in the story, the house is torn down. That can be faked 
if necessary, but to fake it is very costly, so the house chosen 
for the film would preferably be a house slated for 
demolition,” Greene said.

Landlords across Victoria 
are hitting their tenants with 
hidden rent increases by clos¬ 
ing up apartment-building 
garbage chutes. Dan Frank 
ham. president of the Capital 
Region Tenants* Association, 
said Wednesday. 

Closure of the chutes is 
creating a hardship for many 
elderly renters w ho must now 
pack their garbage down sev¬ 
eral flights of stairs to get rid 
of it, Frankham said. 

“The chutes were in use 
when they rented their apart¬ 
ments at first, and it is quite 
possible that some may not 
have been willing to rent the 
apartments they are in witlF 
out the service.” 

Frankham said he could 
name at lea.st 10 buildings in 
the city where the chutes 
have b^n closed. 

Landlords are giving as 
their reason the fact that they 
are now required to have 
sprinklers in the chutes as a 
fire safety measure, but their 
real concern is the cost of 
emptying the garbage bins 
each day, Frankham said. 

He checked with a plumb¬ 
ing contractor who quoted a 
price of about $350 as the cost 
of installing the sprinklers. 

“Thai’s a ver>' minor ex¬ 
pense in an apartment build¬ 
ing.” 

Probably more costly is the 
expense, frequently paid to 
an outside maintenance com¬ 
pany, for cleaning out the 
ground-floor bins in which the 
garbage lands, Frankham 
said. 

The matter probably fails 
,under the section of the 
Landlord and Tenant Act 
which deals with hidden rent 
increases, he said. Section 
29C of the act reads; Unless

When the wind 
and atmospheric condi¬ 
tions are right (or per¬ 
haps wrong), a “bad 
smell” greets those on 
the walk from tattle 
Point to the steps in Po- 
bham's garden. 

In a place like Oak Bay. 
elected officials don't 


take such news lightly. 
However, that doesn't 
mean they’re ready to 
vpend the $400 White esti¬ 
mates it would take to 
ship the soggy offender to 
the dump. 

Both Aid. Doug Watts 
and Aid. Peter Bunn were 
afraid the municipality 
might set a precedent if it 
started moving seaweed 
at every sniff of public 
disapproval. But both re¬ 
cognized the problem 
wasn’t something to be 
shrugged off lightly. 

“Did anybody go and 
smell it?” Watts asked. 

The engineer said his 


own nose wasn’t really 
that good at detecting 
foul problems. 

Bunn suggested that 
someone from White’s 
department “with a very 
strong sense of smell” 
monitor the situation for 
a few weeks before any 
decision was made to 
spend $400. 

And that’s where nhe 
matter rested. 

Some unfortunates are 
going to have to form a 
sniffing patrol and bring 
back recommendations 
to council. 

As Bunn put it, it will be 
“an automatic nose 
test.” 




the (Rent Review) commis 
sion or inquiry officer orders, 
where a landlord . . . discon 
tinues a service or facility, 
and such discontinuance re¬ 
sults in a substantial redui 
tion of a tenant's use and 
enjoyment of residential 
premises or the senice or 
facility.,... the value of such 
discontinued sen ice or facil 
ity shall be deemed to be a 
rent increase. . .. 

As such, it would be subject 
to the usual notification or- 
quirements and appeal pro¬ 
cedures. 

Frankham took the matter 
to (he Rent Review Commi.s- 
sion, which sent an order to 
Frankham’s landlord, who 
had closed his garbage chute 
“until further notice,” order¬ 
ing him to re instate the ser¬ 
vice. But Frankham later got 
a letter from the commission 
stating that apparently the 
landlord had not reduc^ the 
service, but was using an al 
ternative method for dispo> 
ing of garbage. 

Frankham explained the 
situation again to a commis 
sion officer, and has since 
been told that the matter was 
now under review by the con 
sumer affairs ministry. 

“Apparently they have had 
a number of complaints from 
people elsewhere.” 

Frankham said he would 
much rather have the serv ice 
than a small reduction in 
rent. 

Many 'multi-storey apart¬ 
ment buikdings offer the 
small suites and low rents 
favored by the elderly, he 
noted, and these same people 
would be most affected by a 
requirement to carry out 
their own garbage. particU| 
larly during the winter
